It is an art worth acquiring to know how to 
utilize left-over food, and I think some’ sug- 
gestions on this subject by the sisters would be 
appreciated. 

The folowing may help someone: 

To care for cooked oatmeal and rice, yolks of 
eggs, ete., cover with cold water when putting 
away. Drain off when ready to use. 

Compressed yeast may be kept fresh for a 
week by removing the tin foil and burying the 
cake in table salt. Keep cool. 

An inexpensive vinegar may be made by cov- 
ering apple parings with sweetened water and 
left a few days to ferment. Strain and put in 
stone jug. 

Lemons may be kept a long time if placed in a 
pone east gy water. The water will not injure 
them.—Ed. 


Pea Sovp.—Drain one can of peas from their liquor 
add two teaspoonfuls of sugar and simmer in one pint 
of water twenty minutes. Rub through a_ sieve, re- 
heat and thicken with two teaspoonfuls of flour mixed 
with two tablespoonfuls of melted butter. Scald_ milk 
with one slice of onion, remove onion and add the 
milk to the pea mixture just before serving. Season

Another remedy is to chop up raw onions, put in a 
handful of hops or corn meal, pour over’ some olive 
oil or any grease, set in the oven until warm, put 
in little sack and place high upon the chest, and give 
a few spoonfuls of onion syrup made by slicing raw 
onions, cover with honey or sugar and set back on the 
stove. This makes a good syrup and I have used it 
with fine results.

Marie, it makes my heart bleed to think you 
have been robbed of your father by the bullet of 
a cowardly assassin. Hundreds of others all 
over this big land of ours, dear, are mourning 
for dear ones who have been cruelly slain by 
murderous fiends, and most of these murderous 
fiends have escaped or will escape punishment. 
Two or three years ago, I don’t remember the 
exact date, I wrote an editorial for COMFORT on 
the awful blood guiltiness of this nation, and 
only a few weeks ago I had my heart nearly 
wrenched out of my body, by the anguish and 
grief of a dear girl friend of mine, whose brother 
was shot down in cold blood by a fiend in human 
form. She heard the awful crash of paoe ns 
powder, and then the brother she idolized, a 
young, noble fellow in the prime of life, fell 
dead at her feet. She saw that ghastly, hideous 
red hole in the fair white forehead of the one 
she loved—the look of anguish in the glassy eyes, 
and then with a scream, she fell unconscious, 
and for weeks has been hovering between life 
and death. This poor boy hadn’t even a pen- 
knife on his person. He would not have harmed 
a fly, and yet he was slain, and slain by a man 
who was a lawyer, the district attorney, sworn 
to uphold the dignity of the law and to prosecute 
erime. As is usual in such cases, I presume the 
murderer will escape punishment. Influence, or a 
legal technicality will free him. Probably he 
will come back to wipe out the remainder of 
the family later on. I have a heart full of mercy 
for anyone who deserves mercy, and for a good 
many who do not, but thank Heaven I am not 
fool enough to harbor any maudlin. criminal 
sympathy, for red-handed, cold-blooded murder- 
ers. The way men, or rather fiends, take the law 
into their own hands in this country of ours, 
and shoot down those against whom they have 
some fancied grievance, is a stench in the nos- 
trils of Almighty God. 
was thundered from Sinai, but the killing goes 
on. The most terrible thing about it is that 
murder nowadays scarcely creates a ripple of ex- 
citement. We think no more of a man being mur- 
dered than if he died of measles. Unless the 
stage is set as it was in the Thaw case, in “high 
sassiety,” and the murderer and his victim are 
millionaires, and there’s a spicy undercurrent of 
vice, lecherousness and intrigue, we pay no at- 
tention. With the exception of Mexico, I believe 
we are the most murderous race on the face of 
the earth, and can you wonder at it, when in- 
stead of repressing crime, those high in authority 
are often doing their best to encourage it. Here 
is a list of pardons granted by a certain ex- 
governor of Tennessee in his three years of of- 
fice. I have clipped this from a newspaper : 

Murder, 160; illicit liquor sellers, 117; carry 
ing weapons, 108; larceny, 124; miscellaneous 
erimes, 436; total number of pardons, 1,017. 

In Davidson County, Tenn., alone, two murder- 
ers pardoned by this ex-governor committed mur- 
der again, and are now in prison ance more. One 
hundred and sixty murderers pardoned in three 
years. That’s at the rate of more than one a 
week. Now brother and sister readers of Com- 
ForRT, what do you_think of that? Once more I 
ask what do you think of that? Isn’t it horrible? 
Isn’t it wicked? That’s only the record of one 
state, and this wholesale pardoning of murderers 
Probably not more 
than one murderer in five gets convicted anyway, 
and then a hundred and sixty of those who are 
convicted, are set free to go and butcher more 
of our helpless citizens, break more hearts and 
fill more homes with grief and mourning. Nearly 
a year ago, a degenerate fiend enticed a girl to 
his apartment in New York, outraged her, satu- 
rated her body with kerosene, put it up the chim- 
ney and burned it. This revolting crime struck 
terror to the heart of every woman in New York, 
and the whole community was aroused. Press 
and pulpit thundered. The whole city demanded 
prompt punishment, that is trial and electrocu- 
tion of the murderer. The murderer today - is 
still alive and will probably die of old age. New 
York, after a few days of hysteria, forgot all 
about the crime, and lapsed back to its usual in- 
difference -to anything but pleasure seeking and 
money grubbing. New just contrast the way 
murder cases are handled here with what they 
do in Europe. You have all heard of the Crip- 
pen case. Within a few weeks after Dr. Crippen 
was arrested on the high seas,.he was arraigned 
for trial before the Lord Chief Justice of BEng- 
land. The whole trial was over in less time than 
it takes in New York to impanel a jury. There 
was no hysteria, just a plain rooting for facts. 
The prisoner got a fair trial, and was condemned 
to death. His case was appealed and gone into 
again. The appeal was fruitless, and om Novem- 
ber the 23rd, within six weeks of the beginning 
of the. trial, Crippen paid the penalty of his 
crime. He gave up his life for the life he took. 
In Europe they know how to handle murderers, 
here we do not. The way we treat murderers 
here is a disgusting, criminal, a wicked farce! 
Not a life in the country is safe, and will not be 
as long as the present method of coddling crimi- 
nals is allowed to continue. I could talk on this 
subject for a month. It is one of the foulest, 
if not the foulest blot on the fair fame of these 
United States. This saturnalia of crime, this 
orgy of blood guiltiness, could be stopped in six 
months, if there were enough public sentiment 
in the country to force the laggards of the law 
to do their duty promptly and fearlessly. He 
who uses the sword should perish by the sword. 
Cut out the hysteria and the maudlin sentiment. 
Send every murderer to the elcetric chair within 
two months of the commission of his crime, as 
they do in Great Britain. Let no legal technicali- 
ties save’ a fiend from. punishment, and let no 
quibbling technicality be allowed as the basis 
of an appeal. Does the murderer allow his 
victim to appeal? Does he allow him to escape 
upon a technicality from his merciless bullet or 
gleaming knife? Not he. Then let it be an eye 
for an eye, a tooth for a tooth, until we rid 
this nation of this vile cloud of blood guiltiness 
that now hangs over it like a reeking gory pall, 
hideous and horrible, disgracing us in the eyes 
of the entire world. Marie you have my heart- 
felt sympathy.

The Choice and Care of Incubators 


ULLY one half the letters received 
this month have been about incubators 
—what make I consider best?—how can 
one learn to run an incubator? etc., etc. 
I think a moment’s reflection will make 
you realize that it would not be fair or 
right for me to recommend any one make of in- 
cubators. I have had personal experience with 
only four different makes; there are perhaps 
forty on the market, and in all probability each 
has friends. If I had no experience, and was 
going to start a poultry plant, I would look 
through the advertising columns of Comrorr and 
local papers, and write to different makers for 
their catalogues, and choose the one which gave 
the best credentials from the owners of large 
poultry plants, because naturally the experienced 
man, running a large place, will use only practi- 
cal machines. Most manufacturers ship incuba- 
tors in a half knock-down condition for safety 
in transit; but as they send directions and prop- 
er-sized screws, it is an easy matter to attach 
the legs and lamp-support and other external 
parts. It is not until it comes to placing and 
adjusting the thermometer that goes inside the 
machine, to the regulating arm which fits into 
the pivot at the top of the machine, that extreme 
accuracy is necessary. There is a wire connect- 
ing rod which runs through and connects, and 
on whose nicety of responsiveness to pressure 
depends the self-regulating possibilities of the 
modern incubator. Unless its passage through 
the several attachments is uniformly even and 
free from friction, the value of the thermometer 
is lost. This will be obvious when the method of 
controlling heat is understood. 

The thermostat is composed of a combination 
of such metals as aluminum and steel. Being ex- 
tremely sensitive to heat it expands and con- 
tracts with every fluctuation of temperature with- 
in the ineubator. The regulator arm has a coun- 
terbalance ball at one end and a metal disk at 
the other, and when it rests on the pivot which 





is fixed at the top of the machine, the disk 
should be suspended directly .over the lamp- 
chimney. The connecting-rod has two nuts 


at the top, and one at the lower end; the latter 
is removed entirely, and the former loosened to 
the extremity of the rod before it is run through 
the regulator-arm and pivot on the exterior, and 
through the hot air space and thermostat in the 
interior of the machine, at which point the lower 
nut is replaced and screwed up to hold the ther- 
mostat closely against the burlap ceiling of the 
egg-chamber. 

After the lamp is lighted and the machine 
heated to oné hundred and two and a_half de- 
| grees, the top or regulating nut on the connect- 
; ing-rod, immediately above the regulator-arm, is

that an even temperature of one hundred ana | 
two and a half degrees, with the disk one fourth | 
of an inch above the lamp-chimney, is steadily 
maintained for twelve hours before setting the} 
eggs. Patience and scrupulous exactness at first 
will save accident and loss later. 

When the cold trays and eggs are first put in, | 
the temperature will run down, but do not turn) 
up the lamp or alter the regulators. As the eggs | 
gradually become warm the thermometer will} 
creep up again, After the first day, the trays 
must be taken out every night and morning, and 
then turned and allowed to cool to ninety de- 
grees. The time allowed for the process must 
be regulated by the atmosphere of the room; if 
very cold, five minutes will be enough; if mod- 
erate, twenty or thirty may be needed. They 
must not be allowed to chill, but the more airing 
they get under that point, the stronger the chick- 
ens when hatched. 

The eggs should be tested on the seventh and 
fifteenth days. ‘This is best done by a block-tin 
device sold by all incubator companies. 

The guide which is most reliable in determin- 
ing the progress of the hatch is the develop- 
ment of the air-cell. This is a little space in the 
large end of the egg which is visible at testing- 
time, and should continue to grow larger and 
larger until about the nineteenth day, when it oc- 
cupies about one fifth of the entire egg. Unless 
this air-cell is developed correctly by the nine- 
teenth day the chick cannot turn itself in the 
cell, hence sticks fast and dies, although it may be 
fully developed. The development of this air-cell 
is the vital point to be considered in obtaining a 
first-class hatch. It is controlled in two ways. 
If it develops slowly, which is usually the case, 
give the machine and eggs all the air you can. 
This can be*done by opening the slides in the 
ventilators full width and cooling the eggs as 
long as possible each day. The cooling is best 
accomplished by placing the trays of eggs on top 
ofthe machine (closing the doors meanwhile) 
and leaving them there until the thermometer 
drops to about eighty degrees; and lower. As the 
hatch progresses, the eggs will stand more and 
more cooling. 

The novice usually errs on the side of too little 





airing and cooling. It is sometimes better, in 
cold weather, to cool and air the eggs within 
the machine, leaving the doors open until the 


thermometer drops to about eighty degrees; and 
sometimes, in quite warm weather, it will be 
necessary to leave the eggs out several hours to 
get them cooled to about eighty degrees. No mat- 
ter, not only is the exposure not harmful, but the 
fresh air strengthens the embryo chicks. 

The temperature under the brooder hovers 
should be about ninety-five degrees at first, gradu- 
ally lowering it to ninety degrees when the chicks 
are about a week old, and thus dropping about | 
five degrees each week. An experienced chicken 
raiser says he wants the heat under the hovers 
to be ninety when the chicks are put in, and that’ 
their heat will bring the temperature up to about 
ninety-five degrees; lower it to ninety by end of 
first week, eighty-five at end of second week, 
eighty at end of third week, seventy-five at end 
of fourth week, and so on.

screwed until the disk is raised one fourth of an 
inch above the chimney—such an adjustment be- 
ing considered by manufacturers and expert op- 
erators as most desirable for incubation. The 
machine once being “set” for this degree of tem- 
perature, any excess of heat causes the thermo- 
stat to expand, which makes it press on the lower 
nut of the connecting-rod, so instituting a tension 
that. influences the regulator-arm at the point 
of balance, raising the disk over the lamp-chim- 
ney in sympathetic conjuction with .the_ ther- 
mostat. 

Reverse the conditions to a dying lamp or a 
sudden cold wave, and of course the thermostat 
contracts, and general release of pressure allows 
the regulator-arm to resume a normal balance 
which permits the disk to lie closely down on 
the chimney. It will be readily conceded that 
on a correct adjustment of the machine before 
starting depends the operator’s peace of mind and 
subsequent success.

A.—There seems little doubt that your birds are suf- 
fering with roup for you say that the discharge from 
the eyes is offensive, and that is the unfailing symp- 
tom of roup. A common cold may be mistaken for 
roup in every other particular except this one of of- 
fensive odor, which proclaims true roup in malignant 
form. Roup may develop from a common cold or from 
hereditary weakness, but it is very contagious, and 
may be introduced by a strange bird. As it is the 
young chicks which first showed signs of the disease, 
I am inclined to think that it is a case of herditary 
taint. If so, there is no permanent cure but the 
hatchet. If, however, you wish to try doctoring, 
put a teaspoonful of permanganate of potassium into 
a quart bottle filled with warm water, and shake until 
dissolved. Use one teaspoonful of the lotion to four 
teaspoonfuls of water. Use a small syringe, and spray 
the bird’s throat and nostrils three times a day: also 
bathe face and eyes with the mixture. Feed stale 
bread which has been soaked in hot milk and squeezed 
dry. Keep the invalid in a warm coop, removed from 
the flock, and when the acute symptoms have subsided, 
ca the bird back to its ordinary grain diet before re- 
easing from quarantine. The house from which the 
afflicted bird is taken should be thoroughly cleansed 
and disinfected to prevent the disease spreading 
through the flock. 


R. R. S.—Would you please to tell me the cause 
of my trouble? I have some Imperial White Pekin 
ducks that have reached their full size, but haven’t 
any weight. There is practicallly nothing but bones 
and. feathers. Have lost two just -recently. Have 
fed them a variety of food, such as bran mash with 
oe wheat, soaked oats, and keep a pan of 
Alfalfa chaff, moistened, before them all the time: 
so they get as much en stuff as they would if they 
were not kept up. often cook potatoes and other 
vegetables, and give them in the form of a mash.

Roosevelt gave 
up the task and 
left the arrangements to her social secretary Miss 
Isabell Hagner, who became in a measure the 
social dictator of the White House during seven 
eventful years. 

But Mrs. Taft’s acquaintance with that stately 
mansion began long before she entered it as mis- 

ress, or even as wife of the Governor of the 
Phillipines or the Secretary of War. Away back 
in the years when Mrs. Rutherford B. Hayes was 
the first lady of the land, a gray-eyed school 
girl came from Cincinnati to spend her vacations 
with “Aunt Lucy.” This young girl was Helen 
Herron, and her father had shared his law of- 
fice with President Hayes when both were strug- 
gling young attorneys.

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The Secret Service Department Established by Lincoln 
and Its Pursuit and Capture of His Assassin Booth 


Jf HB birth of the secret service depart- 
ment of the United States government 

may be said to date from August, 

, 1861. It was then that the Bureau 
of the National Detective Police was 
instituted. It was continued under 
yarious names and connected with the several 
departments of the national government through- 
. out the Civil War. The first head of the detec- 
tive department was Lafayette C. Baker, who 
was delegated by General Scott in July, 1861,.to 
make a trip to Richmond, Va., the Capital of 
the Confederacy. General Scott was at that

time in command of the Army of the United 
States and he was extremely anxious to learn 
‘definitely the location, strength and fortifications 


of the hostile*troops. Baker had but recently re-

- experience at San Francisco-while operating with 
“the Vigilance Committee from 1856 to 1861, and 
was firmly of the opinion that a detective bureau, 
although contrary to the spirit of republican 
institutions in time of peace, was indispensable 
an time of war. He was certain in his own mind 
that some of the most important moyements 
vand battles of history had been made and fought 
entirely upon information obtained through the 
operations of such bureaus; and furthermore he 
‘pelieyed there was nothing in the secret service 
that demanded a violation of honor, or a sacrifice 
of principle, contrary to the ordinary rules of 
warfare.

Baker Hunts and Captures Booth 


Perhaps the one achievement of the detective 
police department that stands out more promi- 
nently than all the rest was accomplished im- 
mediately following the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln. At that time Baker was in New 
York City, securing evidence against deserters. 
The following telegram from Secretary of War 
Stanton hurried him to Washington: 

“Come to Washington immediately and see 
ys Ks ean find the murderer of the Presi- 
ent. 


This dispatch bore date of April 15, 1865, hav- 
ing been sent the morning after the murder. 
Military forces to the number of more than ten 
thousand had swept the swamps without success, 
in search for John Wilkes Booth, when Baker 
and his men were delegated by the department 
to continue the search for the assassin. Upon 


learning from an authentic source that Booth and! that the search for the assassins had successful ' 
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ing boat, Baker sent to General Hancock for 
twenty-five men. These he placed under com- 
mand of his cousin, Lieutenant L. B. Baker, and 
lieutenant-Colonel BE. J. Conger; but before the 
search was started Baker and his Neutenants 
had consulted the coast survey maps and with 
detective intuition amounting almost to inspira- 
tion had cast upon the probable route and des- 
tination of the fugitives, Booth and Harrold, as 
well as the point at which they would probably 
soonest intercept or strike them. Booth, as 
Baker reasoned, would not keep along the coast, 
with frequent deep rivers to cross, nor in any 
direction east of Ricb- 
mond, where he was 
liable at any time to 
cross the lines. The 
same line of reason 
indicated that Booth, 
being lamed by a 
broken ankle, could 
not ride well on horse- 
back so as to place 
himself far westward 
of his point of de- 
barkation in Virginia. 
He would of necessity 
be compelled to travel 
in a direct course 
from Bluff Point, 
where he crossed to 
Eastern Maryland, 
and this would take 
him through Port 
Royal, on the Rap- 
ee age river. 
3aker therefore sent 
the twenty-five men 
to Belle Plain, on 
the Lower Potomac, with orders to scour the 
country faithfully around Port Royal. 

“You may rest assured,” said Colonel Baker to 
his lieutenants while studying the maps and 
giving his final instructions, “you will find him 
within five miles of Port Conway. You will have 
a detail of cavalry, who will be strictly sub- 
ordinate to your order. There must be no shoot- 
ing; the villain must be captured alive at every 
hazard.”’

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termination. The burning of the barn and tue 
shooting of Booth by Boston Corbitt contrary to 
orders are matters of history; but the idepr:ifi- 
cation of Booth and the disposition of his body 
have been from time to time the subject of wide 
discussion, It was known that the stark body 
of the murderer was committed to Colonel Baker 
by the Secretary of War, but the disposition 
made of it was for many years the secret of two 
men. Writing on this subject, Colonel Baker 
said: “Lieutenant Baker, on whose lap Booth’s 
dying head was laid, and myself have the dark 
secret to keep. The corpse of the assassin was 
covered with two blankets sewed together like a 
sack, completely concealing it. At midnight on 
April 27 we placed the body in a small boat and 
rowed silently away with no watchful eye upon 
us. It was a strange hour on the quiet Potomac, 
and yet so great was my exhaustion that I fell 
to dozing, with the oar in my hand and the 
sack containing the assassin’s corpse at my feet. 
Further I cannot go—it is best to let the cur- 
tain of unbroken secrecy and mystery remain be- 
tween the burial and human curiosity.” 

But he did go further. Years afterward, for 
the purpose of gratifying that same public curi- 
osity and to put at rest the rumors that were 
in circulation concerning the final resting place 
of the body, he added this statement: 

“Tientenant Baker and myself took the body 
direct to the old penitentiary, adjoining the ar- 
senal grounds. The building had not been used 
as a prison for some years previously. The Ord- 
nance Department had filled the ground floor 
cells with fixed ammunition. One of the largest 
of these cells was selected as the burial place of 
Booth. The ammunition was removed, a large 
flat stone uplifted from its place, and a rude 
grave dug. The body was dropped in, the grave 
filled up, the stone replaced, and there rests to 
this hour all that remained of John Wilkes 
Booth.” 

The statement 
that Booth escaped 


having irequently been made 
to die a natural death In 
Texas and that the body of another had been 
substituted for the real assassin, Baker con- 
tributed the following as establishing without 
question the identification of the body : 

“The Secretary of War directed me to sum- 
mon a number of witnesses who had previously 
known the murderer. Some two years previous 
to the assassination of the President, Booth had 
had a tumor or carbuncle cut from his neck by a 
surgeon. I ascertained that Dr, May, of twenty- 
five years’ practice in Washington, had performed 
the operation. Accordingly, Dr. May. before see- 
ing the body, minutely described the exact locali- 
ty of the tumor, the nature and date of the 
operation, ete. After being sworn, he pointed to

From the Secretary’s able report we gather that the reg- 
ular army is deficient inall arms of the service, poorly equipped, 
badly organized, and its units too much scattered. The militia 
is similarly deficient and greatly weakened by many physical 
shortcomings. 

The Secretary makes it only too painfully plain that a 
bold and determined enemy prepared and equipped as are all 
the great European powers and Japan could sweep our shores, 
destroy, or exact a heavy ransom from our cities, land an enor- 
mous armyand ravage and lay waste our country before we 
could possibly muster a sufficient force to cope with it; and the 
ultimate result would be that we should be forced to buy a dis- 
graceful peace at a ruinous cost in money and at a humiliating 
sacrifice of our rights and of our national honor, or expend still 
more money and lose hundreds of thousands of our young men 
in fighting out a long and disastrous war. 

\ Let us profit by the humiliating and disastrous experience 
of Russia and bear in mind that Japan prepares secretly, attacks 
suddenly and begins war unexpectedly and without warning. 

The matter of national defense is one of great impor- 
tance and we hope that Congress will make adequate pro- 
vision for it during the present session. Let our legislators 
heed Washington’s wise admonition, “In peace prepare for 
war as the surest means of maintaining peace and avoiding war,”

I suppose few of you remember me, as it has been 
almost a year since I had a chat with you and since 
then several things have happened to change the drift 
of our lives. The saddest event was my hus- 
band getting hurt in a wreck nine months ago, and 
I fear he may never entirely recover. 

Another little girl came into our home nine months 
ago. We call her Inez and of course all love her very 
much. But we came very near losing her and I be- 
lieve all through my own carelessness. I gave her 
some landanum and for sixteen hours she never nursed. 
The doctor said it was not the laudanum, but they only 
said it to save my feelings. Don’t give laudanum un- 
der any circumstances. Had my darling died I would 
have laid her death at my door. 

I have received many helpful letters and beautiful 
post-eards since my first letter to COMFORT. I an- 
swered all, but with the care of three children I 
was obliged to drop the correspondence from lack of 
time.

Dear Mrs. WILKINSON AND SISTERS: , 


In the July Comrortr I wrote a letter on nursing 
the sick. You invited me to send in some advice on 
preparing food for the sick and convalescing, and the 
following are a few recipes I know to be good. 

In making wine whey, heat one cup of milk until 
it is just scalded, add one cup of port or sherry wine, 
cook slowly, until it wheys, strain through a clean 
piece of cheese cloth and serve. 

Toast to be digestible, should be crisp to the very 
center; to make it properly, the bread should be stale 
and served as soon as it is toasted. If this is not pos- 
sible, cover with a napkin, and keep in, a warm 
place, or it will get hard. 

Cream toast is very good. Use one cup of milk, the 
yolk of one egg, well beaten, a small piece of butter, 
a dash of salt and pepper. Heat the milk in a sauce- 
pan, stir in the egg, do not boil or it will curdle, 
season, and pour over toasted bread, with the butter. 
There: is nothing. as strengthening as beef tea, if 
made right. Use about one pound of lean beef, cut 
into small pieces, bring slowly to a. boil and let sim- 
mer at least two hours. Strain and season with salt 
and serve with small squares of toast, or beat the 
yolk of an egg in a serving bowl and pour the hot 
tea over it, beating all the while. Serve at once. 

For those who ean drink eggnog, use one egg, & 
teaspoonful of sugar, a dash of grated nutmeg, a cup

of cold milk, a teaspoonful of brandy. 
egg, beat the white stiff, add the yolk beat again, 
then add the milk. Stir well and strain, add. the 


sugar and nutmeg, then pour from one glass to another 
several times: add the brandy and serve cold or 
lukewarm. : 

The best way to eat egg, if the patient can take 
them that way, is raw in a little wine.. To_soft-boil 
an egg, the water should be brought to a boil, set 
back on the stove, drop the egg in, and allow it to 
stand in the water five minutes. In this way the

Give half a teaspoonful of 
sweet oil to each bird, or if you have not any oil in 
the house, the same quantity of thick cream. 


Gc. W. C.—Would you be kind enough to answer 
the following questions? Would eggs from _ pullets 
mated with a one-year-old rooster, hatch? Would like 
to raise a few broilers for home use. How many 
hens and roosters should I use, and would it matter 
if the hens or the roosters were related? 

A.—Certainly the eggs would hatch. You don’t say 
what breed of birds you are keeping. If they are 
Piymouth Rocks or any such heavy-weight_ birds, you 
should keep one male for every seven hens. Leg- 
horns, Minoreas or that class of birds, ten or fifteen 
hens are not too many. If the parent birds were from 
entirely distinct families, one season’s inbreeding will 
not materially damage the next year’s birds, but don’t 
earry the practice further than the one season. 


Greenie.—1. Will you please give me your opinion as 

to the value of the Cycle Hatcher? I “am planning to 
get an incubator in the spring, and do not want to 
gvest in a worthless kind, nor can I afford to pay 
much over five dollars. 2. Please tell exactly how ex- 
hibition coops are made, and where; that is, the di- 
mensions, and where to get the grating for the front, 
etc. 3. Why is it that the English Redcaps are not 
more widely known, as they seem to be the ideal gen- 
eral-purpose fowl, fair sized, and as layers equal to 
the Leghorns? I have two full-blood cockerels and 
four pullets of the Redcaps, which I intend to yard 
separately in the spring in order to get pure eggs for 
setting. Now, would it not be best to put only one 
cock with the four hens, and that the most nearly 
perfect of the second year of inbreeding? 
_ A.—I do not know the incubator you inquire about, 
and in any case I eould not advise on such a matter, 
as I have already explained. Exhibition coops should 
be. thirty inches high and wide, and twenty-four. inches 
deep. Heavy wire for the front bars can-be -got at any 
hardware store, I should imagine, any, ordinary poultry 
wire will do just as well as grating, and will-be much 
easier to fix. I cannot tell why Redeaps are not more 
general, except that birds with yellow shanks and feet 
are preferred-in this-country. 


W. M.. G.—Can you give me any advice on ridding 
my chickens of worms? Do you Know the’ cause of 
rthem?

A.—Cateh any bird which you think Tooks suspfcious; 
before feedifig at night,-and confine it:in a coop which 
has the bottom made to slent and is elevated on legs, 
so that the droppings ‘vill fall through, out of the 
bird’s reaeh. The next morning edminister the fol- 
lowing dose: six drops of oil of male fern in one tea- 
spoonfyl of Castor oil. Two hours later give a light 
feed or mash of sonzked bread, with a teaspoonful 
of Castor oil mixed ‘through it. Note the droppings, 
and if it seems necessary repeat the treatment every 
third day for a week.

A.—Put this cow at end of row of cows or in a 
separate building as the disease is contagious and 
spread by the milker’s hands. Have her milked last 
or by someone who does not go near the other cows. 
Wash the udder twice daily with a solution of half 
an ounce of b ulphite of soda to a quart of luke- 
warm water. Use a similar solution for washing the 
hands before and after milking. Apply balsam 
a or glycerite of tannin daily to the sores*on 
eats.

Taft’s and of the Roosevelts. She acted as 
chaperon to Miss Alice Roosevelt on the historic 
trip around the world. Officially she is the 
President of the Red Cross Society, and ‘the 
Christmas stamps which have been guch a 
feature of the last three visits of Santa Claus 
are her idea. 

Mrs. Taft still manages to breakfast with her 
husband, as she has always done, and he rises 
early enough to get any business that is troubling 
him off his mind before that meal. He eats no 
lunch but an apple but in the evenings after 
the routine of the day is over he meets her again 
at the seven-thirty dinner and then she plays 
for him just as she has done ever since they 
were married, charming away the worries of days 
filled with the importunities of office-seekers and 
the cares of state. 

And she still has time to write long letters 
to the son who will some day be a lawyer and is 
now in his junior year at Yale and who is still 
such a. brilliant student that he took three 
prizes, one in Greek, one in mathematics and first 
grade in Latin during the freshman year.

Colonel Baker Intimately Associated 
with Lincoln 


At Washington, during a residence of several 
years of close association with President Lincoln, 
Baker had frequent occasion to walk and talk 
with the President. He said he had noticed that 
“there was a very extraordinary indifference in 
the mind of Mr. Lincoln in regard to threats of 
assassination, some of which I communicated to 
him: Several times I walked with him in the 
grounds of the White House, at a late hour of 
the evening, conversing upon such intelligence of 
the war as I had received. Whenever allusion 
was made to the intimations of cherished designs 
upon his life he almost playfully listened, and 
Was apparently unable to believe depravity could 
go so far as to destroy a friend of all the people, 
such as he felt himself to be. On one occa- 


sion I ecarriéf to Mr. Lincoln two anonymous 


communications, in which he was threatened with 
In a laughing, 


assassination. joking manner

he remarked, ‘Well, Baker; what do they want 
to kill me for? If they kill me, they will run the 
risk of getting a worse man.’ ” 

Of the original members of the war time Secret 
Service there are but few survivors. One of these 
is a Ingersoll, who is passing the evening of 
his life in Los Angeles, Cal., and has vivid recol- 
lection of many of the trying incidents of the 
dark days of the 60's.

Miss B. Van §8.—We cannot form an opinion upon 
the question you submit without’ information as to the 
manner in which the property you mention was ac- 
quired whether by inheritance or otherwise. You should 
consult some local authority upon this matter. 


J. F, A., North Carolina.——We think that a 
proper action can be maintained against the trustee 
or guardian of a minor’s estate, and that any- proper 
judgment would operate‘ against such minof’s estate, 
the trustee or guardian only being rsonally liable 
for his illegal acts in case he commits any; in case 
of a plea of infancy, we do not think an action can be 
maintained against a minor for a money indebtedness; 
except one for the necessities of his or her existence. 


A. M. H., Missouri.—In the absence of a will, or 
any form of contract providing for your daughter 
to receive any portion of the money, we do not think 
she can legally recover any. portion of it. 


W. Y. G., Washington.—We do not think the chil- 
dren of the woman you mention would be entitled 
to any interest in the real. estate of. her husband un- 
less they were his own children, or. some provision 
Was made for them in his will. 


Mrs. R. E. E., Maine.—(1) We think the woman 
you mention, in order to establish a claim for ser- 
viees, should have an express bargain as to the 
amount she is to receive for her services. (2) -With- 
out a better understanding of the circumstances, we 
cannot suggest the best method of getting along with 
the difficult person you mention. 


E. J., Connecticut.—If your line extends somewhat 
in the river, or if the water belongs to the Public 
Domain, and in the absence of any extraordinary 
features, we think he has up to a certain extent. 


E. McL., Missouri.—Under the laws of your state, 
we are of the opinion, that if at the time of the 
woman’s death, leaving no will, she owned the prop- 
erty you mention, the real estate would descend to 
her, children in equal shares subject to an estate by 
eurtesy to her husband, and that the husband would 
be entitled to the same share as a child in the per- 
sonal property, but that, if at the time of the woman’s 
death the title to the property stood in the husband’s 
hame, it would remain his property absolutely, and 
he could do with it ‘whatever he saw fit. 


Mrs. J. C., Michigan.—Upon your statements to us, 
we are of the opinion that the persons who hold the 
mortgage against your property can foreclose the same 
and that if the property does not sell for enough to 
pay the indebtedness, they can proceed against any 
other property you may own for such deficiency. 


P. H. 8S,. Nebraska.—It may be possible that a 
general guardian of the person of the boy you men- 
tion was appointed by the court even though he had 
no property; this, however, in view of the circum- 
stances as_you relate them, seems to us impossible, 
and, even though such guardian was appointed, the 
control. of the infant by such guardian would cease 
upon the infant, attaining his ynajority. 


Mrs. J. H. O., New York.—We are of the opin- 
ion that the interest dates and the rate.of interest 
would depend entirely upen the terms of the mortgage 
or other evidence of indebtedness you may hold. 


C. G., Wisconsin.—We think that any recovery 
as damages for the neglect of your neighbor, as you 
state it, would amount to less than the expense to 
you in prosecuting your claim. 


E. A., Ohio.—In an action promptly brought upon 
the contract as you state it, we think-you have a 
ehance for recovery of some or all of the property you 
mention. Such actions are, however, closely scru- 
tinized by the courts, and some matter, entirely out- 
side of the information you have furnished us, might 
control the decision in the action. , 


Mrs. M. S8., Michigan.—We think that, unless the 
former wife had been gone for a long term of years 
and diligent efforts had been made without success to 
locate her, the second marriage was a bigamous mar- 
riage, and that the child by this marriage is il- 
legitimate. We think that after the decree for divorce 
of the first wife is entered the parents of this child 
should remarry, being careful that, in case the decree 
forbids the husband to remarry, the remarriage takes 
place In some other state or that the courts permis- 
sion is obtained before such remarriage takes place, 
as otherwise the husband would be subject to punish- 
ment for contempt of court.
